I From Our Own Correspondent.] 

London, October 28th. 

From the midst of political turmoil and 
international wrauglings, there cornea the 
satisfactory now.s that the t[ttesl ions of 
the neutralization of the Suez Canal and 
of the evacuation of the New Hebrides 
have been virtually settled, and that the 
new conventions between England and 
France with reference to theBc matters 
have been ratified. This conclusion of 
what at one time threatened to become a 
very unpleasant, if not a serious dispute, 
is gratifying mid hopeful — gratifying be- 
cause it deprives France of all reasonable 
cause for jealous suspicion of England, 
and hopeful because it shows that even 
under unfavorable conditions the govern- 
ments of England and France are capable 
of arriving at a clear and amicable under- 
standing with reference to a matter of the 
highest importance, not only to them- 
selves, but also to the whole of Europe. 
Henceforth— bo long as the new conven- 
tions are adhered to— the Suez Canal will 
be most completely neutralized, whilst in 
the New Hebrides the military st.it ions 
established by the French in 1886, and 
which have proved a source of much 
anxiety will be evacuated, and the islands 
will be protected concurrently by war 
vessels of both nations. 

Lord Randolph Churchill's speeches 
were made without consultation with any 
one. lie alone is responsible for them, 
and the programme which he unfolded in 
Durham is not in any souse entitled to lie 
described as the authorized programme 
tin one or two points, indeed, he had spe- 
cial means of knowing the views of 

HIS OLD OOM.EAliUEH 
and perhaps an others, (notably in this 
case in regard to free education) he was 
desirous of forcing their hand. I?ti(, his 
views as to the Local Option question 
have a special value as indicating still th 
line on which a Conservative government 
would undoubtedly wish to deal with the 
liquoi traffic. When Lord Randolph was 
still chancellor of the exchequer we heard 
of a great scheme for revolutionizing our 
finances by handing over certain taxes to 
the localities. The revenue from pulilie- 
hiiuse licenses was to have been one of 
these, and in fact Lord Randolph's pro- 
posal was that all license duties should be 
given to the local authorities in exchange 
for the subsidies which tire now given for 
local purposes. In this respect Mr. Uos- 
chen is cordially in agreement with his 
predecessor, and it may be that he will 
seek to carry out some of these ideas in 
his next budget. 

There is widespread dissatisfaction 
amongst the conductors of the ordnance 
store department, owing to their hopeless 
prospect and the entire stagnation in pro- 
motion. Tlse rank has been in existence 
eight and a half years. Many of these 
warrant officers gave up high prospects in 
their regiments to take the bait thrown 
out to them of commissions in the depart- 
ment, and promise after promise that 
their prospects should receive considera- 
tion, have induced numbers of them to re- 
main in the service until too old to seek 
civil employment. The numerous letters 
received show forcibly the very great dis- 
trust the writers have in the war nlfice 
officials, who, whilst pretending to sym- 
pathize with them, have hitherto made no 
attempt to act up to their promises. Such 
a state of things is to he regretted; for 
what zeal and care can he expected of a 
body of some eighty officers, who are 
spread over the Queen's dominions, and 
who feel themselves smarting under an 
injustice without ony hope of redroBS I 
Rumor says that the institution of the rank 
did nut meet with the approval of certain 
War Office people, and proof is.not want- 
ing to verify the rumour: for not. only tire 
recommendations for the advancement of 
the conductors systematically pigeon- 
holed, but every opportunity is taken to 
make their position mi ire distasteful. The 
civil element at the War ( Mice would 
doubtless be glad to see the rank abol- 
ished. Now that the department is about 
beiug reorganized, perhaps- ..it would be 
well for those in council to consider this 
matter. 

If the Irish Government are prepared 
to take some of our political amateurs at 
their word they would not have done hot- 
ter than have begun with Mr. Wiltield 
Limit. Some peoplo would have prefer- 
red to have seen Mr. Labouchero the 
victim; others would not have objected to 
the incarceration even of Mr. Philip 
Stanhope; but there is a fitness in the

likes that kind of thing, and \ 
almost any sacrifice to attain 
while others like Mr. Labouchere 
careful to keep out of the way when 
real crisis came, Mr. Blunt was just 
man to be very much in it, and sn, it 
seems, was his estimable wife. Mr. Limit 
stood as a Conservative Home Ruler for 
Camberwoll in 188ii, was the friend of 
Arabi Pasha in Egypt, and is popularly 
supposed t» have inspired Lord Randolph 
Churchill with many of his facts concern- 
ing thai interesting personage.

Gladstone in sympathy with him. 

Mr. E. C Oorry may come forward as 
the Gladatonian candidate for Doptford, 
in the room of Mr. Evelyn, the present 
Conservative member, who has an- 
nounced his intention of resigning, owing 
to his inability to agree with the Irish 
policy of the Government. 

Alderman De Keyset', the lord mayor 
elect, is "already, it seems, paying the 
penalty of being a distinguished man. 
The Belgians have been good enough to 
call to mind that, before becoming a na- 
turalized Englishman, the future lord 
mayor was a fellow-countryman; ami they 
have fairly stormed him with all sorts of 
demands for assistance. These Alderman 
De Keyset' promises to take "into con- 
sideration in time." In the meanwhile, 
however, he announces that he intends 
to invite all the principal burgomasters of 
Belgium to a banquet, at the Mansion 
House. Whatever the lord mayor elect 
may please to do in order to show thai 
he has not altogether forgotten his origin, 
it might be worth while for the Belgians 
to remember that it was not exactly to 
devote his attention to them that Alder- 
man De Keyset was selected for the em- 
inent post, he is to occupy. 

A great linn of land agents writes to 
protest against the common belief that 
1 is unsaleable tit present. Land- 
owning, they say, may be ill a bad way, 
but matters are not nearly so bud as it is 
the fashion to represent them. They 
quote numerous instance/!, ranging over 
the docado of 1876-1877, in which, when 
agriculture was most nourishing, proper- 
ties of considerable size were sold to pay 
not loss than from four to five per cent, 
on the purchase money. Even at. present 



prices gootl land can still he sold tit a good 
price. Jt was suggested that, if the 
money which at present is put into low- 
priced, non-dividend [laying shares were 
locked up in land instead, the investment 
would be likely to be mure profitable both 
for the investor and for the public at 
large. It is certainly

that tho o who tire in a position to know 
are convinced that the. bottom of the de- 
pression has been reached. There can he 
no doubt that the price of land has fallen 
even more from fear of what will happen 
in the future than in consequence of 
what haS happened already. It may well 
be, therefore, that a slight, increase in 
confidence might be sufficient to cause a 
considerable increase in price. 

M. Clemeuceau, speaking at a public 
meeting of his constituents, characterized 
the political situation "as a general con- 
fusion of ideas, troubles, and uncertainty." 
France— at least Radical France— is, ac- 
cording to this distinguished deputy, the 
representative of downtrodden right. 
Meanwhile, the Comte De Fans has 
arrived at Dordrecht to meet his friends 
in pursuit of his candidature for the 
throne. A democratic monarchy, if is 
assumed, is what the French want, 
and the Comte is ready in his own 
person to supply them with that article. 
He is anxious to restore to France tho 
form of government introduced by tho 
House of Orleans." Dortrecht, which has 
become to-day tho trysting place of Ids 
friends, has great historic distinction. It 
wast the first gathering place of the States 
General in J572, after the declaration of 
independence, and it was the scene of the 
famous ecclesiastical synod which con- 
demned the doctrines of Arminius. The 
well known hospitality of Holland is the 
reason for the selection of Dordrecht as 
the scene of this reunion of those who 
seek to re-establish the Orleans dynasty 
on the ruin of the republic. The Comte 
tie Paris is a most accomplished man, with 
ideas fairly liberal. But he litis scarcely 
the audacity of a successful conspirator. 

The death of Mr. Washburue, the 
American Minister at the French court 
when the Franco-German war broke out, 
will be heard with universal regret. Mr. 
Washbuine will be remembered for the 
fidelity and courage with which he con- 
tinued at bis post during that eventful 
episode in European affairs. It was the 
fortune of this representative of the

The carrying capac- 
ity of this dozen of carriers will aggregate 
over 30,000 tons of coal. The output of 
the several mines tire being materially in- 
creased, and it will take about a month to 
clear the present shipping and provide for 
the steamship and local trade.

Those on board the Wil- 
lamette say that nothing but dense black 
smoke came from the Mexico's smoke- 
stack all the way up, showing that she 
was breasting the billows with great speed. 
The Mexico has been considered a much 
faster boat than the Willamette, 1ml if 
would now appear that, although the 
speed of the vessels was not put to the 
test, still in the three days' sailing the 
Willamette shows up to be the faster 
boat. The Elder is much slower than 
either, and the Willamette has during 
the summer sailed the Elder's* smoke be- 
neath the horizon in a few hours. Both 
the Mexico aud Willamette are good sail- 
ers, making their thirteen or fourteen 
knots an hour.

a Murdered Ooreau'a wife Avenges Her Hus- 
baiid's Death- Between Fifty ami Sixty 
Persons Killed by n Steamboat 
ICxploBion. 

The China Mail, says: "The great 
American 'Concessions' bubble has hurst 
at last. The Tsung-li Xanion, which -has. 
practically the supreme power in all mat- 
ters of foreign policy, has canceled all the 
contracts made by the facile Viceroy, Li 
H ung-ehang. " This informal ion is said to 
be on good authority, but is evidently the 
same report that was received some weeks 
ago by telegraph from English sources. 

I let- Majesty's ship Leander returned 
on the 17th ill t. from her cruise in search 
of the missing gunboat Wasp. She re- 
ports that, cruising among the islands and 
reefs of the Paracol Group, she found one 
old wreck of a wooden ship on one of the 
islands of the AmpllitritO Croup, and the 
wreck of an iron steamer on North 
Beef. Boats could not board them on ac- 
count of the surf. 

It is reported that the new telegraph 
convention, made after tho junction of 
the Chinese lines with the Russian lines, 
which gave the Great Northern Telegraph 
Company a monopoly for sixteen years, 
has been rejected, and that China is about 
to join her lilies to the Btirman lines.

Tho 
union, uh at present constituted, has no 
disciplinary power, for it has no doctrinal 
basis whatever, and wo see 'no icason 
w'ty every form of belief and misUe- 
liuf should not he comprehended in 
it, »'i long as immersion only is 
acknowledged as baptism. There is no 
use in Illuming the union for harboring 
errors of the oxtremest kind, for, ho far, 
as wo can see, it is powerless to help it- 
self, even if it wished to do so. Those 
who originally founded it made it 'with- 
out form and void;' and so it must re- 
main. At least wo do not see any likeli- 
hood of a change. A large number have 
this state of things in admiration, and will 
go on with it. Wo have no such admira- 
tion, and therefore have ceased from it. 
litii we want outsiders to know 
that we are in no wise altered in 
our faith, or in our denominational 
position. As a baptized believer our 
place is always where it has been. 

It will be seen fmiij this declaration 
that Mr. Spin-goon remains in the faith 
w hich lit! has always held, and has only 
severed himself from a rather loose form 
of organization which appears to have no 
parallel in this country. The Baptist 
union of England, Scotland and Ireland 
has no doctrinal basis, no executive power, 
no power of discipline. In the United 
States and Canada tile Baptist associations 
do not untie 011 n doctrinal basis and they 
have disciplinary power. These explana- 
tions seem to be necessary ill order to 
make clear the cause and effect nf Mr. 
Spurgeou's action.

We did not believe there was anyone to 
be found on this cast who upheld the 
Chicago anarchists and sympathized with 
then) in the execution of their ringleaders. 
It seems, however, that there ate ijuito a 
number and that they hvc no further from 
us than Port Angeles. Washington Terri- 
tory, just across the Straits. Tile Puget 
Sound Co-operative Colony, so called, 
publishes a most creditable newspaper, 
called Tlie Model Commonwealth. lis 
weekly visits to our nawtum hav e been 
very pleasant ones and we have always 
scanned its well-priuled columns with a 
groat dual of interest. We have, however, 
been disappointed in it. Yesterday it 
ciimo to us in the deepest of mourning, 
with a double column obituary in display 
heads. We learn from it that an indigna- 
tion meeting was held when tele- 
graphic intelligence was received that 
the sentence of the law had been carried 
out at Chicago. Resolutions were also 
adopted expressive of the o lonists' disap- 
proval of what they would call "a judicial 
murder," and extending their "profound- 
est sympathy to the families and friends 
of tho dead men in a bereavement which 
is a common sorrow and which appeals to 
that wronged and wounded humanity 
which makes the whole world kin."

na or despotic Russia, how that

Plays such fantastic 1 ricks before hitrh heaven 
As makes the angels weep." 

And all in the name of law .and justi ••• ! 
God save the mark: It is without ex- 
ception or precedent the inosl libelous 
travesty upon justice and atrocious crime 
of law that has ever shamed the judiciary 
of this country ; and it is in the name of 
that law it outrages, and that justice it 
violates, and the sacred rights of Ameri- 
can citizenship which it drenches in blood, 
that we raise our voice against this ab- 
horrent murder. "

their feet. What can the people of Wash- 
ington Territory, loyal to the great lie 
public whose form of government is the 
boast of every citizen of the L'nitcd 
States, think of these lire- brands, this 
band of rebellious citizens, who would 
sow broadcast the stasis of anarchy mid 
crime, who would trample all Inn and 
order under their feel, and bring about a 
chaos which would, forsooth, destruj all 
"capitalists," and all those wlui have, by 
their energy and industry, happened to 
become "bloated monopolists!" O111 
sympathies were, wo confess, with the 
little band which was, we believed, en- 
deavoring to build up a Model Common 
wealth across the straits, and from visitors 
to Port Angeles we learned that the 
colony was in a fair way to prosperity.

Latest News Items Receive"! by the 
Steamer AcaimlCo, 

American Hold at a Premium in Bogota - A 
Ministerial Crisis in Peru— tiold Miuing 
in Honduras Chilean Items. 

By the steamer Acnpuleo, which arrived 
at San Francisco on the 10th inst., from 
Panama and way ports, the following ad- 
vices were received from Central Ameri- 
can ports. 

COLUMBIA. 
American gold has been soiling in Bo- 
gota at Dli per cent premium for notes, 
and ail other foreign coins in the same 
ratio. 

The curate of Bucamarunga is endeav- 
oring to reform the morals of his parish- 
ioners by offering to charge no fee for 
marriages. 

The special correspondent of the Pana- 
ma Star din/ Herald at Lima, Peru, says 
under date of October the 8th: The re- 
cent ministerial crisis at Lima was one of 
the most extraordinary events chronicled 
in the history of Peruvian politics. The 
lilias Cabinet gave offense to the Chamber 
of Deputies by the tone of the dispatch 
addressed to Dr. Aranibar informing that 
functionary of the disinclination of the 
Government to submit the bond-holders 
Contract to the consideration of Congress 
on account of the remonstrances of Chile. 
In consequence of this dispatch the Cab- 
inet found itself forced to resign. It, is 
t rue that the explanations made by the 
Cabinet in a special session of the Senate 
led that body to refuse its concurrence to 
the proposed vote of censure by an over- 
whelming majority, but the lower Cham- 
ber, incensed at this rejection of its do- 
sires, determined upon holding secret, 
sessions until the position of the Minis- 
ters was made untenable. This is the 
third time that the Chamber of Deputies, 
coin nosed of persons who supposedly are 
the most devoted friends of the President, 
and many of whom have accompanied him 
on his campaigns, have thus hampered 
the Executive, forced it to part with 
tried and experienced counselors and 
caused confusion everywhere. The Presi- 
dent, in this instance, placing his private 
inclination on one side, decided to solicit 
the assistance of the Deputies in the for- 
niation of his new Cabinet, hophiL' thus 
to free himself from further annoyance 
by an appeal to his annoyers. For this 
purpose Dr. Alejandro Aniens, the Presi- 
dent of the Lower House, was invited by 
General Caceres to organize the now min- 
istry, it being understood that the po- 
sitions were to be held by members of the 
House. But Dr. Arenas, although a man 
of high political position and influence, 
declared himself unable to induce the 
men he desired as colleagues to accept of- 
fice under him —doubtless from the fear 
of speedy decapitation by the discontent- 
ed deputies, and oven out of that circle 
he found it impossible to execute the 
President's desires. The extraordinary 
spectacle was thus presented of the very 
people who had caused the political con- 
vulsion refusing to assist the Chief Magis- 
trate in emerging from the difficulties in 
which they had placed him. But tho 
President was equal to the occasion, lie 
accepted the resignation of his Cabinet 
and called upon the sub-Secretaries of 
each department of Government to as- 
sume the Ministerial responsibilities. 
Thus the Cabinet i« now organized as fol- 
lows: Dector Llaymundo Morales, Minis- 
ter of Justice and I 'resident of the Coun- 
cil; Sonor Domingo de Vivero, Minister 
of Foreign Affairs; Senor Simon Irigoyen, 
Minister of Finance; Senor Enrique Cur- 
avedo, Minister of the Interior, and Col- 
onel Filipe Co/., Minister of War and Ma- 
rine. These gentlemen are fully up to 
their practical work. There is at present 
no field for the exercise of genius in the 
direction of Government, and the selec- 
tion is universally approved, not. only as 
an evidence of the independence of Geu- 
eral Caceres, but also on account of the 
litness of the new oHicors for their duties. 
On the other hand the public dissatisfac- 
tion with the President of the Chamber 
of Deputies is unanimous, and the ad- 
journment of Congress, which by law oc- 
curs in the latter part of this mouth", will 
be hailed with satisfaction. Whether 11 lie 
from a want of initiatory spirit on the 
part of the Executive, or an inclination 
to perform too much by tho Congressmen, 
the upshot is that nothing of real import- 
ance has been effected during the present 
session of the Legislature, and the finan- 
cial condition of the country is as unsatis- 
factory as before these sessions were open- 
ed, and from which such benefits were 
confidently expected. 

QOIV MINIM: IN HONDURAS. 

Honduras to-day stands first amongst 
all the Central American .States as regards 
mining industry, and with pride she can 
point to the best and largest mine of any 
in Central America, namely, the Rosario 
Mine at San Juancito, which, considering 
its products and the extent of its work- 
ings, is without question the champion 
mine of Cent ml America. 

Its bullion output of last month 
amounted to t wi i and a hn If tons of silver, 
a product obtained with a twenty-stamp 

mill, whilst the m lily development of 

tho vein as regards dr'''s, etc., amounts 
to about :i80 feet. All.. ..ether the drifts 
and the shafts in the mine represent a 
length of over two miles. The whole en- 
terprise is yet in its infancy. The lowest 
tunnel of the mine is 000 feet above tho 
level of the valley, where the mill is lo- 
cated, and yet the mine has already an 
enormous amount ol ore bodies and huge 
oro dumps which could supply the mill 
fur Hone: time without any further and 

new development in the lode. 

Colonel was visited by a slight shock of 
earthquake 011 the '••tb of September at, 1 
P. M. Subterranean rumblings, without 
any tremor of the ground, have been of 
frequent occurrence at Peumo, A strong 
shock of earthquake was experienced at 
I. os Andes on September the 22nd. It 
was also felt slightly in Valparaiso, and 
with greater force at Quillota and other 
immediate places. 

The North American bark C. P. Dixon, 
to Messrs. Grace A' Co., recently ran 
from Wellington, New Zealand, to Val- 
paraiso, Chile, in !12 days. 

Two of the engineers employed on t he 
Transandine Railway, Mr. Victor Pretot 
Freiro and Mr. < ■' rant Dal ton, have just 
performed a very hazardous feat in cros- 
sing the cordillera from Mcndozu to Los 
Andes. They left Meudozil on September 
the 12th, and arrived at Fpsallata on the 
14(C| at I uca on t he 10th, and at J U Ileal 

de flfcs Andes ou tho 22nd. The journey 
from Vacua to Juncal was made on foot, 

and took seven days to act iplisl). The 

object of the engineers in performing the 
journey was to make an ocular inspection 
of the condition of the cordillera in the 
w. liter in that part to be traversed by the 
railway. The appearance of the cordillera 
from I. as Vagus to .) uncal is compared to 
a sea of snow. Messrs Pretot Freire and 
Dalton arrived at Los Andes on the 
°2nd of September, and they received an 
enthusiastic and hospitable reception from 
the authorities and inhabitants. 

HOMVIA. 

Tho Government has issued orders to 
the Treasury not to pay the salary of tho 
Bishop of La Pa/.. 

The diligence between La Paz and Or- 
uro was recently stopped by highwaymen, 
and 845,000 were taken from it in coin 
and hank notes. 

The Vensnmiento of Tarija, Bolivia, 
contains a liery article denouncing the ac- 
tion of Chile in endeavoring to obtain the 



assistance of Bolivia to reopen tho war 
with Peru, under the pretext that- the 
Grace contract is injurious to Bolivia and 
Chile. The truth is, however; that the 
la(;ter republic wishes to bar all progress in 
Porn, even if she sutlers thereby -and 
Chile is not in a happy position at present, 

PERU. 

Much enthusiasm is exhibited at the 
discoveries of copper mines in Piura, 

The Chinese laborers on the Ohiquitoy 
sugar plantation recently revolted, and 
killed the manager of the estate, Senor 
Solomon Rivera. Some of them aband- 
oned the place and scattered through the 
Valley of Ohicaina. An investigation is 
being held into the affair. 

The Opinion National of Lima says: 
An [quique paper pretends to be aware 
that the Government of Chile is endeav- 
oring to drive down the price of Peruvian 
bonds in Europe. It almost asserts that 
this effort to bring about a fall is made 
for the purpose of buying bonds, of which 
it, has already bought some, and the pa- 
per mentioned applauds this plan, which 
would make Glide a creditor of Peru at. a 
comparatively small outlay."

The 
respondent ranlied that his name was 
properly upon the list of voters, and his 



resignations forwarded in timo to qualify 
him, and that if his return was void the 
election was void. 

Considerable argument took pla.ee upon 
the construction of the statutes "relating 
to elections and the other legal points in 
volved, and his lordship reserved his 
judgment.

Grant contended further that, as 
tho clerk had not road the appeal, it was 
not. tho property of the council but he 
had no objection to the appeal being 
added to the minutes. 

Coun. Higgins would not accept Coun. 
Grant's "no objection." The appeal was 
properly handed in. 

The clerk here read the appeal and 
Coun. Higgins moved that it be added to 
the minutes. 

His Worship—] protest. 

Coun. Styles seconded the motion of 
Coun. Higgins. 

After a considerable pause, Coun. 
Coughlan asked that t he question be now 
put. 

His worship refused In insert anything 
that was untrue. 

Another pause, interrupted by occasion- 
al cries of "Question." 

His worship declared that, be had made 
no ruling.

How, 
then, could he have objected to 
it as asserted by Coun. Grant /
